1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and appropriate money for the 
same. 


3. Toseeif the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
distribute the inventory blanks when taking the inventory. 


4, To see what sum the town will raise and appropriate for the 
public library. 


5. To see what action the town will take in regard to appro- 
priating money to sprinkle the streets. 


6. Toseeif the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
installa more adequate and efficient street lighting system, to 
make such change in the present contract as may be necessary to 
accomplish the results, and to appropriate money therefor. 


7. Toseeif the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
lease the basement of the Gorham Opera House for a period of. 
five years, to be used for town purposes, in accordance with plans 
now drawn, or for such other purposes as the selectmen may deter- 
mine, and to appropriate money therefor. ; 


8. To see if the town will vote to build a new bridge over Moose 
brook on the Heath road, and raise and appropriate money 
therefor. 


9. Tosee if the town will vote to build a new bridge over 
Tinker brook on Berlin road, and raise and appropriate money 
therefor. 


10. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the building of permanent sidewalks. 


11. To see what amount the town will vote to raise for the re- 
tirement of town water bonds, or a sinking fund, and appropriate 
money therefor. 
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12. To see what action the town will take in regard to raising 
and appropriating money for a night watchman for the ensuing 
year. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate seven 
hundred and fifty dollars to apply on steam roller. 


14. Toseeif the town will vote to install a sewer system on 
Washington street, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


15. Tosee if the town wiil vote to install a sewer system at 
Gorham upper village and raise and appropriate money for same. 


16. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for the construction of the state trunk line road. 


17. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for maintenance of trunk line. 


18. Tosee what sum the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate for maintenance of state road. 


19. Tosee if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
chapter 78 of the laws of 1897, entitled ‘‘Manner of Conducting 
Caucuses and Elections,’’ known as the Australian ballot law, and 
amendments thereto, for all annual town meetings held for elec- 
tion of town officers. 


20. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for roads at Cascades. 


21. Toseeif the town will vote to macadam Exchange street 
and Main street from Glen street to the foot of Marble’s hill, and 
raise and appropriate money therefor. 


22. To see whal sum the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for installing catch basins. 


23. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for shingling and painting town building. 


24. Tosee if the town will vote to repair the sidewalks on 
Exchange street and raise and appropriate money for same.

Report State ‘Tax Commission 


1914 


Increase in Public Expenditures. 


No power has constituted the members of the tax commission 
guardians of the public in respect to expenditures for the support 
of government, and they have no disposition to assume that role. 
Nevertheless, ‘‘economy being a most essential virtue in all 
states,’’ and it being ‘‘the duty of legislators and magistrates 
* * * to countenance and inculcate the principles of * * * 
economy’’ allas set forth in the constitution of this state, the 
commisioners believe themselves to be amply justified in urging, 
as they have so often urged before, the importance of this subject 
upon the voters of the state. The public revenue, state and 
municipal, is the voters’ business and they are responsible, di- 
rectly, or indirectly, for every extravagance affecting it from the 
inception to the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public authority upon 
people or property is in the broad sense of the term a tax, nor is it 
made less obnoxious or burdensome if called a feeora fine. In 
the figures that follow, therefore, all fees, fines and other exac- 
tions, if any, are included with the taxes upon polls and estates. 
To illustrate the comparative importance of the two classes, it 
may be said that the taxes upon polls and estates represent about 
95 per cent. and all other income about 5 per cent. of the total 
revenue of the state, and of the counties, cities, towns, districts 
and precincts therein. . 2 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and bounds in 
recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes assessed by and 
within the state of New Hampshire was $5,373,420.22; in 1913 it 
was $8,765,039.07, an increase of $3,391,618.85 or 63 per cent., in 
ten years. But these figures do not adequately represent the 
velocity the upward movement has now attained. To show that 
it is necessary to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 was 
$924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 1903, while that in 
1913 was $2,467,230.06 or 39 per cent. greater than 1908. By so 
much did the advance in the last half of said period exceed that 
in the first half. These figures will be the more alarming if it is 
remembered that while taxes already sufficiently heavy were 
advancing 63 per cent., the population of the state increased only 
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about 43 per cent., and while the one was advancing 39 per cent., 
the other increased only about 23 per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another angle. In the 
ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the annual increase in 
all taxes defined and limited as above was as follows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was $336,561.85. 
The upward trend is more plainly sliown, however, by dividing, as 
before, the ten-year period in the middle and considering the 
halves seperately. For the first five years the average annual 
increase was $184,877.76; for the last five years it was $493,446.01. 
It is surely pertinent to consider how long the little state of New 
Hampshire, almost stationary in wealth, can sustain a tax already 
burdensome and increasing at the rate of practically half a million 
dollars a year without crippling her industries and impoverishing 
her people. Plainly it is a condition not calculated to attract cap- 
ital from without the state or to encourage business within the 
same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less disturb- 
ing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes for each man, 
woman and child in the state. Five years later there were as- 
sessed $14.75 for each individual, and in five years more $20.09. 
If in 1913 taxes had been epually distributed among all the people 
it would have meant a burden of $100 for each family of five mem- 
‘bers. Though in reality there was little such equality in the 
assessment there was much in the payment. The fact is that 
those who occupy, use or consume property, no matter who owns 
it, are those who in the last analysis pay most, if not all, of the 
taxes thereon. If the wage earner or the man of limited means 
understood he was in reality paying something like $100 a year in 
state and municipal and half as much more in federal taxes for 
the government of himself, his wife and three children his in- 
fluence and his vote would more frequently make for economy in 
appropriations and expenditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above paragraphs 
for the reason that they are not yet at hand except in part. 


Report of Budget Committee 


To the Voters of the Town of Gorham: 


The budget committee, appointed by vote of the town at its last 
annual meeting, respectfully make the following report and recom- 
mendations. ; 

This committee began its meetings on the 25th of January, and 
have held a meeting once a week since that date. The various 
needs of the town have been carefully considered and as careful 
estimates as possible have been made of the amount of money 
necessary to supply these needs. The committee recognizes that 
it is not possible to do in one year everything that ought to be 
done in the way of public improvement without raising to an un- 
desirable extent, the tax rate. They have, therefore, selected 
from the large number of things that need to be done, those which 
appear to them to be most urgent, and therefore most desirable to 
be done during the next year, and have included in their recom- 
mendations all such work as they feel they would be justified in 
recommending to be done during the ensuing year, at the same 
time having in view the desirability of keeping the tax rate at 
about the same figure as last year’s rate. 

It has been the policy of the committee to consult with the 
officers of the different departments of the town, and with any 
and all citizens who desire to be present at the meetings and make 
suggestions as to the work needed tobe done. If there are any of 
our citizens who are disappointed because recommendations have not 
been made for needed sidewalks and other works in the immediate 
vicinity of their own property, we would respectfully suggest that 
these citizens must remember that there is another year coming, 
and that it would be impossible to do everything in one year, as 
above stated, without raising the tax rate to such an extent as to 
engender more criticism and fault-finding than the omission of 
some of the needed work would cause. 

With these preliminary remarks we will proceed to give in 
detail our recommendations. The committee by unanimous vote in 
every instance have voted to recommend that the following appro- 
priations be made:

Total appropriations recommended................. $44,611 02 


Add to this sum the probable requirements of the school dis- 
trict, which are estimated to be $12,824, and it gives as the total 
amount of recommended appropriations $57,485.02. Estimating 
the number of polis on the basis of 1914, we would derive from this 
source $1332.00, leaving the amount to be assessed upon property 
asa property tax, $56,103.02. Ifall of the above amount is ap- 
propriated it would give us a tax rate of $1.54 on a hundred on the 
basis of the 1914 valuation of $8,638,832.00. There is, however, a 
petition for an article to be inserted in the warrant to appropriate 
money for a sewer on Washington street, and there is also a de- 
mand for a sewer at the upper village, and, further, in the above 
estimate no specific sum has been recommended for the building or 
repairing of the Gorham hill road. The committee have been un- 
able to make an estimate of the probable cost of the aforesaid 
sewers at the time of writing this report, but will have an esti- 
mate for each sewer ready to submit orally at the town meeting, 
and will probably have a further oral recommendation to make 
with reference to the repairing or building of the Gorham-hill 
highway. 


Detailed Explanation of Appropriations Recommended. 


Highways and Bridges—$2000.00. 


This sum is designed by the committee to be expended for re- 
pair and maintenance of all roads excepting the state trunk line,

the state aid road, Exchange street and Main street from Glen 
street to the foot of Marble hill, and for such painting and re- 
pairing of bridges as may be found necessary. 

Out of this sum, however, it was voted that the committee 
recommend that a gravel sidewalk be made on the river road at 
Cascade. It is understood that such a sidewalk will be satisfac- 
tory to the dwellers along that road for the present. 


Constructing State Trunk Line—$3375.00. 


By appropriating this amount we are informed by the state 
engineer that the state will contribute a further amount of $10,125.- 
00, thus giving us a fund of $13,500.00 to be expended in building 
the state trunk line in this town. Sucha sum ought to go far 
towards building this road, if it will not entirely complete it, and 
the town will thus be relieved in future years from further appro- 
priations for this road excepting such as may be necessary for its 
maintenance. 


Repairs and Maintenance of State Trunk Line—$400.00. 


It is obligatory on towns through which it passes to maintaina 
state trunk line. By making the above appropriation, the state 
will contribute the additional amount of $800.00, thus giving us a 
total sum of $1200.00 for repairing and maintaining this line. If 
we make no appropriation for this, the whole expense of repairing 
and maintaining this line will devolve upon the town alone. 


Repairs and Maintenance of State Aid Road—$125.00. 


By making this appropriation the state contributes an equal 
amount, thus giving us a fund of $250.00 to repair the state aid 
road. The only state aid road that we have in town at present 
is the one extending from the Berlin road to the foot of Gorham 
hill, The remarks made above in relation to the maintenance and 
repairs of the state trunk line apply also to the state aid road. 


Macadaming Exchange Street and Main Street from Glen Street 
to the Foot of Marble’s Hill, so Called—$1200.00. 


Exchange street is our principal business street. It is much de- 
pressed below the sidewalks; the material of the street is but 
little better than finely pulverized dust, and is very dusty in dry 
weather and filled with mud and water in wet weather; and con- 
sidering the importance of the street and its present condition, 
the committee have felt that it was important to have the street 
macadamized. The same reasons hold good for macadaming Main 
street from Glen street to the foot of Marble hill. 


Building Highways at Cascades— $5000.00. 


_ There is no question in the minds of the committee but what 
there is urgent need of building the streets which the people at 
Cascades desire built. Petitions for legally laying out the various 
streets at Cascades have been presented to the selectmen, and 
notice of a hearing on the same has been given, and there is no 
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doubt but what they will be formally laid out by the town. To 
build good streets will be rather an expensive job owing to the 
ledgy condition of the ground, the steep hills, ete., and the com- 
mittee considered that $5000.00 was not any more than sufficient 
todo the required work; and that moreover inasmuch as about 
two-thirds of the taxable property of the town is located at Cas- 
cades, their requirements should receive considerate and liberal 
treatment. The streets for which this appropriation is recom- 
mended are Western avenue, Wentworth avenue, Gordon avenue, 
that portion of Cascade street that is in Gorham, First street, 
Second street, and from the main highway to the bridge over the 
Grand Trunk. The above streets comprise practically all of the 
proposed highways on which are located any dwellings or other 
buildings. ; 

Constructing New Bridges at Tinker Brook aud Heath Road 

$1500.00. 


Only comparatively small bridges are required at these places. 
This sum, it is thought, will provide for the building of reinforced 
concrete bridges at these two places, and when built, every bridge 
in town, excepting perhaps a few small culverts, will be steel and 
concrete bridges. 


Sprinkling Streets—$400.00. 


This is the sum that has been appropriated for several years past 
and has always been found to be sufficient. 


Repairs of Sidewalk, Exchange Street and in Front of Gorham 
House— $400.00. 


In the view of the fact that the present tar and gravel sidewalks 
on Exchange street and in front of the Gorham house and Welsh’s 
store are in fairly good condition, and the further fact that there 
are still so many streets in town where there are no sidewalks, the 
committee considered it good policy and good economy to repair 
these sidewalks instead of tearing them up and building granolithic 
sidewalks. It was estimated that $400.00 will cover the expense 
of doing this and that these sidewalks will then be good for an- 
other ten years. 


Granolithic or Cement Sidewalks—$2000.00. 


This sum is recommended to continue the settled policy of the 
town in extending granolithic sidewalks over all of its principal 
streets, and is thought to be all that the town ought to appropriate 
for the coming year. This sum, together with the other sums vot- 
ed for sidewalks, the committee recommend should be expended 
under contract with responsible parties at so much per yard. 

Granolithic or Cement Sidewalks at Upper Village—$500.00. 

The committee were informed by the selectmen that there is 


somewheres around $250.00 left over from last year’s appropriation 
for upper village sidewalks, and in view of this fact it was thought 
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that $500.00 and this unexpended balance would be sufficient to build 
such sidewalks at the upper village as are most needed. 


Catch Basins and Manholes—$1500. 00. 


It was suggested that the catch basins and manholes be located 
as follows: Three catch basins and one manhole on Exchange and 
Railroad streets, one catch basin on Main street near the J. W. 
Brown house, one near H. G. Noyes’ residence, one in the hollow 
on Macfarlane street and one on lower Main street. 


Hydrant Gates—$250.00. 


It is a very essential and convenient thing to have a gate on the 
pipe leading from the main to each hydrant in order that the hy- 
drant may be repaired without shutting off the water in the mains, 
and it was thought best to recommend this appropriation from 
which the expense of installing as many such gates as possible can 
be paid, with a view to making further appropriations for this pur- 
pose each year until all the hydrants are supplied with such gates. 


Payment on Steam Roller—$750.00. 


When the steam roller was purchased it was agreed in the con- 
tract that it should be paid for in installments. The installment 
called for this year amounts to above sum. 


Improving Street Lighting and Additional Lights—$200.00 


The committee had a conference with Mr. Meloon, the manager 
of the Twin State Gas & Light Company, in relation to this sub- 
ject. He advises that with very little additional expense we can 
install new 64 c. p. lights in that part of the town where an increased 
amount of light is most needed, and can also install some addition- 
al lights where’ needed. The scheme of improvement also con- 
templates changing the present carbon are lamps for the large in- 
candescent lamps of 400 c. p., such as has for the past few months 
been installed in front of Mr. W. B. Gates’ residence, on Main 
street. These lamps give a much more steady light than the are 
lights, and diffuse fully as much light. They arealso more reliable 
inasmuch as in the present are lights the carbons have to be re- 
newed every 70 hours, while the incandescents only have to be re- 
newed when the filaments break. If the town votes to authorize 
these improvements, it will be necessary for the town also to 
authorize the selectmen to make a supplementary contract with 
the light company, embodying the changes above suggested. 


Repairing Town Building —$200.00. 

The town building was originally covered with roofing paper, 
which has become very much worn and the roof leaks badly. The 
building also needs to be painted, and it was estimated that $200.00 
would cover the expense of these two items. 

Night Watchman—$850.00. 
It was thought desirable to recommend the increasing of this 
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appropriation over last year by $50.00, inasmuch as the services of 
a watchman cost about the above sum. 


Sinking Fund—$5000.00. 


In fixing upon recommending the appropriation of the above 
amount for sinking fund, the committee were compelled to choose 
between cutting down the appropriation from the amount appro- 
priated last year, or cutting out or greatly reducing some of the 
other appropriations, and concluded that it was more important to 
pursue a liberal policy toward construction of roads, sewers, side- 
walks, etc., than to raise a larger sum to add to the sinking fund. 


Overlay Estimated—$2000.00. 


This is not a matter on which the town makes any appropriation, 
but is a provision of the statute that ‘‘The selectmen may assess 
a sum not exceeding five per cent more than the amount of the tax 
to be assessed to answer any abatements that may be made, which 
shall be paid into the town treasury for the use of the town.’’ It 
was added to the amounts recommended to be appropriated for 
the purpose of enabling the committee to get at a more accurate 
determination of the probable tax rate which will be required to 
meet the above appropriations. 


County Tax Estimated from Last year’s Tax—$1923.52. 


The committee has no figures from the county treasurer as yet 
as to what Gorham’s proportion of the county tax will be, and, 
therefore, the amount of the county tax for 1914 has been used as 
a basis for this estimate. Probably the exact figures will be re- 
ceived in time to have them announced at the annual town 
meeting. 

State Tax—$6300.00. 


The legislature is required to make a new apportionment of the 
state tax once in four years, and this is the year that the legis- 
lature is required to make such apportionment. The bill making 
such apportionment has passed the present house, and we think 
has been enacted into law; and a bill has also been passed making 
the state tax $750,000.00. Gorham’s apportionment is $8.40 on every 
thousand of the state tax. The former apportionment was $3.70, and 
it will, therefore, be observed that the rate of our state tax is 
more than doubled, owing to our much increased valuation. 


Public Library —$700.00. 


At the time of writing this report the committee have been un- 
able to get figures so as to enable them to make a very accurate 
estimate of the needs of this important institution. There isa 
demand which is quite general that the library be kept open more 
frequently than formerly and there should also be money with which 
to purchase more books, especially books of reference for the use 
of the pupils in our schools when investigating any particular 
subject. To keep the library open more frequently than once a 
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week as formerly will, of course, necessitate greater expenditure 
for the services of a librarian, and the above sum, together with 
any surplus that may be left over from last year’s appropriation, 
will probably not be more than will be needed. 


Public Common. 


It was ascertained by the committee that the town now has 
$1000.00 on hand for the improvement of the common, and the com- 
mittee recommend that this amount be expended on the common by 
the selectmen and a committee of four to be appointed by the 
selectmen, and to act in conjunction with them. Until this is done 
and it can be ascertained what showing can be made with this 
amount of money, it is not thought best by the committee to recom- 
mend any further appropriation for this year. 


In addition to reeommending the above appropriations the com- . 
mittee recommend that the town lots in Evans’ cemetery be put in 
better condition, and that the expense of same be paid out of money 
appropriated for town charges. 


It was also voted by the committee to recommend the employ- 
ment of an engineer to make plans and estimates for work recom- 
mended to be done by the budget committee, if such a committee is 
continued for the ensuing year, and that a small appropriation of 
money be made for the expense of the same. During the delibera- 
tions of the present committee the necessity for having a competent 
person measure up and estimate the cost of work recommended by 
the committee has been very apparent. 


The work of this committee has been a new experience and the 
committee for next year can profit much by the present commit- 
tee’s experience in knowing how to ascertain work needed to be 
done, how to conduct their investigations, and make their esti- 
mates. The proper and business like way to do for the future will 
be to have the committee begin its meetings and plan the work to 
be done during the summer months, and after such work is deter- 
mined upon, to then have the engineer measure up the work, make 
specifications as to how it shall be done, quality of material to be 
used, and estimate the cost. Proceeding in this way the committee 
can then give much more accurate results than they are able to do 
this year. 


In conclusion we would say that if all of the above sums which 
the committee have recommended are appropriated, and to them is 
added the probable needs of the school district, the tax rate will 
remain substantially as it was last year. If money is appropriated 
for building the Washington street and the upper village sewers, 
and for repairing or building the Gorham hill road in addition to the 
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above amounts, the tax rate will be likely to be increased to some 
extent.

Superintendent’s Report 
To the School Board: 

Gentlemen:—The following report deals with a few of the im- 
portant essentials in the conduct of schools; and, for the sake of 
greater emphasis upon these essentials, I shall not take up at all 
the many minor questions arising in the daily work of a superintend- 
ent. I have striven to organize the schools upon right principles 
and to have the teaching follow the trend of modern educational 
thought and progress in the State. 


Organization and Teaching. 


The first essential is popularly known as a ‘‘Course of Study,’’ 
more correctly called a Program of Studies. Every teacher has 
been furnished a copy of the State Program of Studies; but, its 
possession is one thing, its actualization in the schools is another. 
To accomplish this its spirit and underlying principles must be in- 
terpreted to the teachers by institutes, meetings and other discus- 
sions between teachers and superintendent. We have had one in- 
stitute by the State Department and ten meetings of our own. 
These talks furnish the means of growth for teachers and are the 
chief instrument of the superintendent for the betterment of the 
school work. In this connection, I might say that my greatest 
efforts have centered upon chapter 18 of the Program of Studies, 
because I know that it contains what we need most. While any 
statement that is possible here is wholly inadequate, nevertheless, 
I wish to put before you and the parents the substance of this 
chapter, because it is only along the lines laid down therein that 
teachers can improve and better teaching can be done. The idea is 
to divide up a school subject like Geography, for example, intoa 
coherent-system of Topics. Each Topic is then covered by Five 
Steps. The first of these is a period of preparation wherein the 
teacher ascertains, by questions, all that the pupils already know 
about the Topic, and leads them to predict what they are likely to 
learn. Next comes a period wherein the teacher teaches the Topic, 
that is, lectures upon it, giving the pupils a ‘‘bird’s-eye-view’’ of 
the whole. The third step is Investigation. Here the pupils 
search out information on the Topic in text books, periodicals, re- 
ference books, the home, field, shop, anywhere. Reports of find- 
ings are brought into the class and read. Fourth, all the knowledge 
thus gained is organized and classified. A board syllabus is pre- 
pared. The fifth step is Recitation. This is a time when teachers 
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remain silent for the most part, and when each pupil gets upon his 
feet and tells all he knows about the Topic. Great credit is due the 
teachers for the way in which they have taken up the idea and 
have worked it out in the school rooms. I venture to say that 
parents who will visit the schools will be pleasantly surprised at 
the ability shown by the pupils to talk interestingly and instruct- 
ively for 10 to 20 minutes upon these Topics. The chief features of 
the scheme are these: Memorization of text books is done away 
with; teachers act something more than the part of Lesson-hearers; 
new life, interest and mental activity are awakened, and learning 
becomes a living experience and a lasting mental possession. 


I have adapted our system of home reports to this Topical Teach- 
ing. Some time after the recitation, and always without previous 
notice, pupils are tested out upon the Topic. The results are sent 
to the parents and the standing of all pupils is sent tome. I have, 
therefore, a definite record of the progress of every scholar in 
town in all his studies from the first year of his school life up 
through the high school. Undoubtedly itis not possible to meas- 
ure with scientific accuracy what the teachers and pupils have 
accomplished; but, imperfect as our ratings may be, they area 
great deal better than none at all. Parents will appreciate definite 
information as to just what their children are doing and how well 
they are doing it. On the other hand, teachers and superintendent 
ought to keep themselves informed of each pupil’s record so that, 
when sufficient work has been done, promotion may take place at 
any time in the year. . 

The inflexible Lock-Step in the movement of children through the 
grades has undoubtedly wasted years of the school lives of many of 
our brightest pupils. Doubtless, it is expedient to handle and ad- 
vance the mass of children together; but provision should be made 
for the gifted few to advance as fast as they can, due care being 
taken that their health is not injured by undue stimulation to 
study. No new classes need be formed for these pupils. They 
can work pretty much by themselves and will need only occasional 
guidance by the teacher. Within a year I expect to see flexibility 
of promotion an accomplished feature of our school work. 

Applying Topical Teaching by these Five Steps, I expect the 
subjects, geography and history, to be greatly enriched by the 
interest aroused among the pupils to read up on the topics and to 
gather all the material bearing upon them that comes within their 
notice. Thesame will be true of civics and physiology, subjects 
which, in the past, have been textbook-ridden. 

Arithmetic teaching is begun too early. Facts and processes 
are forced upon children long before they are able, or need, to 
understand them. Wedonot teach the right things at the right 
time. If we wait with our facts and processes until children ought 
to know them to satisfy their needs, pleasures or curiosity, it will 
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be an easy matter to teach them then. To force the process is an 
uphill matter. 

We need more drill of the right kind and at the right time. 

We need more work done without pencil and paper, i. e., mental 
arithmetic. Go into a grade and give the children a problem. 
They immediately begin to figure with paper and pencil. They do 
not stop to reason the problem out or to estimate the result. I 
have insisted that teachers do much work of this kind for I con- 
sider that herein lies the greatest defect in the teaching of arith- 
metic today. Problems should deal with pupils’ own affairs and 
with quantities and conditions familiar to their experience as those 
from the average textbook donot. The recognition of this princi- 
ple has resulted in the elimination from the course of cube root, 
partial payments, bank discount, taxes, stocks and bonds, duties 
and customs, annual interest and compound proportion. Percent- 
age is the underlying principle in most of these topics. The Pro- 
gram of Studies says: ‘‘If a pupil thoroughly understands percent- 
age it will not take him long to master the arithmetic of taxes 
when he needs to. If he is hazy on percentage, he will never be 
able to understand any of its applications.’’ I tested out the 
pupils from the 6th grade up through the high school with a simple 
problem involving the very simplest fundamentals of percentage. 
Only one pupil, a senior in the high school, from among our total 
enrollment, could doit. I gather from this that we, too, have 
wasted years in the futile effort to ‘‘try to train pupils for all the 
applications of arithmetic to business purposes.’’ I-.expect our 
Topical Teaching by the Five Steps to be of great value to us in 
the teaching of arithmetic during the ensuing year. For many 
years this subject has been experimented with more than any 
other, especially in the great west. We have had cure-alls in the 
form of new methods, the Spear Method, the Grube Method, the 
Ratio Method, the Spiral Method, etc., etc. These are random 
illustrations of the Revelations to which the world has, at different 
times, been treated. What the world has done appears like a man 
clothed in rags to those attired in what they regard the newly 
found garments of educational righteousness. And the task of 
keeping the average boy straight in ‘‘pointing off’’ decimals, after 
he has been instructed i. the magically easy way of doing it, re- 
mains just as hard as ever. The moral of it all? Authors and 
advocates of each new method have been, and are, one-sided and 
narrow. Each has contributed his ‘‘mite’’ toward better methods. 
Let us take what is best from all, but, with or without this, let us 
see toit that the pupils furnish the background of serious en- 
deavor, industry and patience. These things, which count the 
most, are obtainable by all. The methods are incidental. 


Teachers’ Salaries. 
Until we have a Normal School in the North Country we shall

continue to find it difficult to secure good teachers. But perhaps, 
after all, the real difficulty is in keeping good ones after we get 
them. To this end, I favor some scheme of a graduated increase 
in teachers’ salaries in proportion to length of service. This would 
mean the adoption of a plan something like the following: A defi- 
nite point at which to start and $1.00 per week additional each 
year up to a maximum, say $15 00 per week. I am sure this 
would tend to attract good teachers to us and to keep them with us 
for a reasonable length of time. Experience counts tremendously 
in teaching, and merits compensation as it increases from year to 
year. I doubt if the above plan would prove much more expensive 
than the present method of handling teachers’ salaries. 


Practical Arts Courses. 


Unquestionably this is the most discussed feature of modern 
education. It is still in an early stage of development, having 
been started about ten years ago; but it can no longer be consid- 
ered an experiment. Practical Arts courses are already working 
well ina large majority of high schools. Three-fourths of the 
high schools in New Hampshire have adopted courses in commerce, 
mechanic arts, household arts or agriculture. A state deputy 
superintendent has been appointed to inspect the work. The prob- 
lem of introducing some new courses into our high school and its 
allied problem, a New High School Building, are pressing hard 
upon us for solution. Practical men and women in the community 
are seeing a vision of better things for Gorham school children 
in the near future. I judge that ideas have been forming and that 
plans have been crystallizing fora good many year. sA beautiful 
new building with some of these new courses offered among the 
studies would certainly be a paying investment to the town if we 
consider returns in the form of broader training, better morals, 
more useful citizenship, the unfolding of nobler lives among our 
young men and women, as things worth while. A real responsibil- 
ity toward the young rests npon the adult members of the com- 
munity. I can not believe that we will continue to withhold these 
good things much longer. 

I suggest that we adopt and include the following studies among 
the branches offered at the high school for the ensuing year: 


Domestic Arts Courses. 
Cooking—From the 5th grade up through the high school. 
Sewing—From the 6th grade up through the high school. 
Manual Arts Courses. 
Wood-working—From the 6th grade up through the high school.

High School Principal’s Report 


Mr. J, E. Wignot, Superintendent of Schools, Gorham, N. H. 


Dear sir:—I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
high school for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1915. 


The school year opened with a registration of 63 pupils, and an 
entire change in the teaching force. At the present time the en- 
rollment is 59 and is as follows: Seniors, 4; Juniors, 14; Sopho- 
mores, 17; Freshmen, 24. Fifty-two per cent of the pupils are 
pursuing the General Curriculum, while the remainder are taking 
the subjects which prepare directly for academic work in college. 


At the beginning of the second term a change was made to one 
session. The new hours seem satisfactory, and there is thus the 
opportunity to help either the deficient pupils or those who have 
been absent. Many pupils return voluntarily for special work. 

A stricter adherence to Topical teaching is being followed. By 
this method an attempt is being made to present the natural divi- 
sions of a subject as unified wholes. The pupil is tested on the 
topic after it has been explained, and no previous announcement 
of such an examination is ever made. This system is working out 
well. 

The requirements as laid down by the State Department are 
constantly referred to, and it is our endeavor to meet the approval 
of all who may inspect the school. I feel that good progress is 
being made in all the subjects taught.

Report of Supervisor of Music 


To J. E. Wignot, Superintendent of Schools: 


The following report upon the work in music, from September, 
1914, to February, 1915, is herewith respectfully submitted: 


Grade [. 


34 rote songs have been taught and sung classwise and individ- 
ually. 

Many scale song's are made up and sung. 

All intervals of the scale used for ear training and for the clear- 
ing of tone-deafness in the room. This room is supposed to be 
practically cleared of tone-deafness by the end of the year. 

Much stress is laid upon individual singing in this grade. 


Grade Il. 


24 rote songs have been taught and all of their first grade songs 
reviewed that are appropriate for this grade and the season. 

Interval work is carried on still farther, giving more difficult 
intervals and singing from the board. 

The ear training, the monotone (drills and the individual work is 
carried along much as it is in the first grade. 

Children originate some of their own scale songs. 


Grade III. 


22 rote songs are taught and others reviewed that are appro- 
priate to grade and season. 

Syllable names are taught, and exercises using all intervals of 
scale and simple skips are read from board, both individually and 
classwise, using the movable do freely. 

Ear training work has been carried into simple exercises in this 
grade, both oral and written. 


Grade IV. 


20 rote songs taught and others reviewed as in other grades. 

Lines and spaces taught. 

Children able to locate own do. 

Werk on keys started. 

Sharp four (4) from above taught. 

Ear-training work carried on as in grade III. 

Have sung exercises and songs in common time using the quarter, 
the half, the dotted half and the whole note from the lst New 
Educational Reader for the past three months. 
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Grade V. 


All keys reviewed. 

The whole chromatic scale, ascending and descending, developed. 

Have taught the placing of the sharps and flats on the staff. 

Children should be able to use all of the above independently, 
both in oral and written work. 

Ear-training carried on both in oral and written work, based 
upon the above principles. 

Two part work introduced. 

Expression marks introduced. 

Have used all of the above in exercises and songs found in III 
New Educational Reader. 


Grade VI. 


Keys reviewed. 

All forms of rythm reviewed. 

Placing of sharps and flats reviewed. 

Compound time developed. 

Measure signs explained. 

All chromatics reviewed. 

Normal minor scale developed. 

Harmonic minor scale developed. 

More careful attention called to expression marks. 

Children should be able to use all of the above orally and in 
written matter.

Music at the Cascades might be taught, if it is impossible to 
have a supervisor, as any subject is taught in these schools. In 
the lower grades it is quite necessary that the teacher herself can 
sing and in the upper grades she either must be able to sing or at 
least be able to tell if the children are singing correctly. She 
should use an outline made out by someone who understands the 
teaching of the subject and follow it carefully, teaching the subject 
as faithfully as she would any subject in her school, and not think- 
ing because it is music that it can be let slide. It is from this kind 
of teaching that we get the greatest number monotones and the 
many people singing ‘‘off pitch.’’ 

A good article on this subject is Abbott’s Manual for Teachers 
of Rural Schools, which I am sending you.
